WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of Defense Clark M. Clif- 
ford on Thursday called up 
24,500 reservists, 10,000 of 
whom will go to Vietnam under 
the first announced reserve mo- 
bilization for the war. 


It will bring the authorized 


U.S. manpower celling there to 
549,500, but Clifford said the 
South Vietnamese Army Is 
being geared to take over the 
major part of the fighting. 


At the same time the new de- 


fense chief Indicated clearly the 
administration is watching the 
Implications of its partial halt to 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
as well as the possibilities of a 
full cessation. 


The reserve call-up affects 88 


Army, Navy and Air Force Re- 
serve and Guard units in 34 
states. The men are being noti- 
fled Immediately to report to 
duty within 30 days for up to 24 
months' service. 


The Army is calling 20,000 


men in 76 Guard and Reserve 
outfits. 


The Navy Is calling 1,000 In 


two Reserve units which will ro- 
tate between the United States 
and Southeast Asia. 


The Air Force Is mustering 


3,500 In 10 Air National Guard 
and Air Force Reserve units. 
One third of these will go to 
Southeast Asia.

1,213 Pennsylvanians 
Among Those Recalled 


HARRISBURG (AP) — 
A 


total of 1,213 Pennsylvanians 
serving In Army Reserve and 
Air National Guard units were 
called to active duty Thursday 
by President Johnson. 


The Pennsylvania forces were 


part of 24,500 Army, Navy and 
Air Force reservists across the 
nation activated by the Presi. 
dent. Some 10,000 of them are 
to be sent to South Vietnam. 


The largest Pennsylvania unit 


—and tiie only National Guard 
outfit Involved In the call-up In 
this state—was the 171st Aero 
Medical Airlift Group, with 760 
men, stationed at the Greater 
Pittsburgh Airport. 


News of the 171st's call-up was 


a n n o u n c e d l n Harrlsburg, 
through Gov. Shafer's office, by 
Acting State Adj. Gen. Richard 
Snyder. 


Gen. Snyder said the unit, 


which has eight C121 Super Con- 
stellation aircraft assigned to it, 
would be activated on May 13 
and assigned to the U.S. Air 
Force Military Airlift Command. 


Snyder, whose 
statements 


were released through aides, 
could not be reached for com- 
ment on the activation order. 


A spokesman for Gov. Shafer 


said the state's chief executive 
would have no immediate com- 
ment on the call-up.

U.S. Balks at Red Proposal 
To Hold Meetings in Warsaw 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States balked Thursday 
at a North Vietnamese proposal 
for meetings in Warsaw, saying 
it prefers a neutral site rather 
than the capital of Communist 
Poland. 


The White House complained, 


too, about what it portrayed as 
Red efforts to score propaganda 
points in the jockeying over 
where to hold peace-talk preli- 
minaries. 


And it invited Hanoi to re. 


spondinstead to an earlier U.S. 
proposition to get discussions 
going in a non aligned locale 
such as Burma, India, Indonesia 
or Laos. 


Warsaw was not finally ruled 


out but the United States ob- 
viously will try hard for another 
site. 


fhe failure of the opposing 


sides to agree on a location so 


far, more than a week after 
they publicly announced a read, 
iness to talk, foreshadowed even 
greater difficulties for any real 
negotiations 
on ending the 


Southeast Asian conflict. 


Christian said the U.S. gov- 


eminent received a diplomatic 
message from Hanoi proposing 
Warsaw as the meeting place 
only after it had first read the 
Item in a Tass dispatch. 


"The United States govern- 


ment has proposed a number of 
neutral countries as possible 
sites for contacts and we have 
not yet had any response to this 
proposal," the White House 
spokesman said, adding: 


"On serious matters of this 


kind it is important to conduct 
talks In a neutral atmosphere 
fair to both sides. 
' 'The selection of an appropri. 


ate site in neutral territory with 


adequate communications facili- 
ties should be achieved prompt- 
ly through mutual agreement, 
and those acting in good faith 
will not seek to make this a 
matter of propaganda." 


After U.S. rejection of an ear- 


lier Hanoi suggestion that the 
preliminary talks be held at 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, Tass commented point- 
edly that Johnson has said U.S. 
representatives would go any- 
where, anytime to discuss 
peace. 


In a talk June 16, 1966, to a 


group of state legislators, John, 
son said "We are ready to talk 
anywhere, anytime, with any 
government. All they have to do 
to test us Is name the place and 
the date. They will find us 
there." 


"The President has made an

LBJ Signs Open Housing, 
Civil Rights Bill Into Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi. 


dent Johnson signed into law the 
civil rights and open housing 
bill Thursday in a White House 
ceremony exactly one week aft- 
er the assassination of Dr. Mar. 
tin Luther King Jr. touched off 
looting and rioting In slums 
across the land. 


"Nowwith this bill, the voice 


of justice speaks again," John- 
son told scores of civil rights 
leaders, government officials, 
and members of Congress who 
crowded the East Room for the 
ceremony. 


The bill, on which the House 


completed congressional action 
Wednesday, makes it a federal 
crime to Interfere with anyone 
trying to exercise his civil 
rights. 


WhenfuUy effective In 1970 it 


will outlaw discrimination In the 
sale and rental of 80 per cent of 
the nation's housing units. 


The applause that greeted the 


President and Mrs. Johnson as 
they entered the East Room 
was loud, enthusiastic and sus- 
tained— far different from the 
polite handclapping normally 
heard on ceremonial occasions. 


There was another outburst ol 


applause when Johnson de. 
dared the whole nation to have 
been outraged by the violence 
visited on civil rights advocates 
and particularly by the slaying 
of the Negro apostle of nonvio- 
lence who, he recalled, was 
present in the White House two 
years ago when Johnson signed 
his message to Congress calling 
for a federal open housing law. 


Viet Cong Hurl Attacks 
Against U.S. Infantry 


Almost Alike As *Two Peas in A Pod9 


SAIGON (AP) . The Viet Cong 


hurled human wave attacks Fri- 
day against a unit of the U.S. 
25th Infantry Division about 50 
miles northwest of Saigon. U.S. 
spokesmen said 14 Americans 
and at least 67 enemy were 
killed. 


Military spokesman said the 


enemy approached to within 
hand grenade range in the fight- 
ing near the Cambodian border. 
The flareup broke a lull in 
ground fighting that had accom. 
panled peace moves between 
the United State's and North 
Vietnam. 


The predawn attack was re. 


pulsed after about five hours of 
heavy fighting, the spokesmen 
said. They said the assault was 


launched against night positions 
of the division's 3rd brigade. 


While southern South Vietnam 


has been relatively quiet for 
days, U.S. air cavalrymen en. 
countered sharp opposition in 
the far northern zone Thursday 
as they battled vainly to reoccu- 
py the Khe Sanh outpost at 
Lang VeL where they had 
marched in unopposed the day 
before.

1st Air Cavalry Division bad re- 
tired to a bivouac near Lang Vei 
Wednesday night, possibly be. 
cause they found the Special 
Forces camp a charnel house of 
unburiedbodles from the fierce 
fighting there In February. 


Fighting Flares Up

H A R R I S B U R G (AP) - 


Commonwealth Court refused 
Thursday to grant a preliminary 
Injunction barring the five pro- 
posals of the Constitutional Con- 
ventionfrom being submitted to 
the voters in the April 23 pri. 
mary election. 


A complaint seeking to pro- 


hlbit the secretary of the com- 
monwealth from presenting the 
questions to the electorate was 
arguedbefore the six-man court 
by James Beasley, a Philadel- 
phia attorney. 


The action was brought by two 


taxpayers, Irvin Slander of 
Philadelphia and Alexander H. 
Lindsay of Route 1, Freeport. 


Beasley contended that the 


legislation creating the conven- 
tion was invalid because it vio- 
latedthe constitutional provision 
which requires all changes to 
the state's basic law to be ad. 
vertized once In each of the three 
months preceding the election. 


The convention act required 


only that toe proposals be ad. 
vertlsed during the first week 
of April, Beasley complained, 
declaring: 
"1 don't think that is adequate 


notice to the populace." 


Atty. Gen. William C. Sennett 


countered that it was too late 
tohalt the machinery which had 
been set in motion for the ref- 
erendum. 


"The secretary of the com. 


monwealth already had done 
everything that was required of 
him," Sennett argued. "This 
complaint asks you to restrain 
something that already has been 
accomplished.'' 


In addition, Sennett contended 


the convention act did not vio- 
late the constitutional adver- 
tising requirements since the 
voters approved the implement- 
ing legislation last May. 


The court denied the injunc- 


tion request without comment. 


The Judges also were critical 


of the. timing of the complaint. 


"You are asking for an ex. 


traordinary remedy," comment- 
ed President Judge Homer L. 
Krelder. "What's the court to 
do here? You knew over a year 
ago what this (convention) leg. 
islation provided."

Case of Nelson Rockefeller

NEW YORK—Governor Nel. 


son Rockefeller of New York 
is beginning to move, slowly 
and cautiously, toward the pres. 
idency. He put together the nu- 
cleus of a campaign staff this 
week. He will start speaking 
out on national issues at the 
newspaper editors meeting in 
Washington next week, and he 
is now expressing confidence 
that • he will win the election if 
only he can get the nomination. 


This is a very large "if," 


but it is interesting that the 
men around Senator Robert Ken. 
nedy are saying the same thing. 
They are confident that Kennedy 
can defeat former Vice Presi. 
dent Nixon, but not Rockefeller, 
and many political observers 
are inclined to agree. 


Rockefeller's posture at this 


point is a little awkward. He 
is not running but backing into 
the future, 
Noncampaign is 


essentially negative. 
He is 


counting on the weaknesses of 
Kennedy and Nixon. Maybe, he 
thinks, the reluctant conser- 
vative Republicans will come 
over to him rather than see 
Nixon lose to Kennedy, 


It is not, of course, too late 


for Rockefeller to become an 
important factor in the race. 
E'z failure to enter the pri« 
mary elections and test his 
strength against Nixon is a 
handicap, but General Eisen- 
hower ignored the primaries in 
1952, didn't even come home 
from Europe until June of that 
year, and still managed to give 
the Republicans the only pres. 
idential victories they have had 
in the last 36 years. 


The paradox of Rockefeller 


is that he has a better chance 
of unifying the country than of 
unifying his party, and of win. 
ning the election than of win- 
ning the nomination. He stands 
on the left of the majority of 
the Republicans but to the right 
of Vice PresidentHumphrey and 
Senator Kennedy; yet not so far 
to the right that he could not 
get powerful support from the 
progressive 
forces of both 


parties and the Independents 
as well. 


The case for Rockefeller, 


other than the theory that he 
can attract enough non.Repub. 
lican votes to win, rests on 
Ms New York base and his ex. 
perience. He has been dealing 
with the savage perplexities of 
the cities for longer than any 
other candidate with the possi. 
ble exception of Humphrey. 


He is much more popular with 


labor, "the Negroes and other 
minority groups than Nixon. 
His experience in foreign af. 
fairs and particularly with Latin 
American affairs, stretches 
back a quarter of a century to 
the days of the war when he was 
assistant Secretary of State. 
And he has demonstrated the 
art of attracting and keeping 
highly talented men in the pub* 
lie service. 


Rockefeller is not as strong as 


Nixon in the middle west, the 
m ountain states, and the south, 
he is poison to the Gold, 
water conservatives, who still 
have not forgiven him 
for 


running 
out 
on 
them ' in 


the 1964 election. 
But his 


chances of carrying the Big 
States is thought as this point 
to be good, and nobody has ever 
won the presidency while losing 
both New York and California, 
where Nixon, despite his con. 
nections with both states, is not 
wildly popular. 


Much will depend on whether 


he can command great audi. 
ences for the series of speech- 
es he is now planning, and what 
themes he develops in these 
speeches. If the present out. 
cry in the country is a reliable 
guide, the people will respond to 
the themes of reappraisal and 
reconciliation. 
The violence 


and brutality of the last two 
years seem to have produced 
a longing for calmer voices, 
more realistic goals abroad 
and more compassionate poll, 
cies at home. 


In fact the strife overseas 


and in the cities of America 
has made narrow party strife, 
on top of all this, very hard to 
bear. The problems before the 
country are serious enough now 
to challenge the energy and 
brains of both parties and all 
the major power centers of the 
-nation, and anyone who shows 
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the capacity to mobilize an ef- 
fective working majority of 
leaders in these fields-in ef- 
fect to lead a truly national 
government—could still carry 
the election. 


This is one reason for Sena, 


tor McCarthy's success so far: 
He is calm and he is calling 
for reappraisal and reconcilia. 
tion. His handicap is that he is 
weakest in the cities where the 
election will be won or lost. 
And this is Rockefeller's great, 
est opportunity. 


He is starting very late. His 


organization is weak, and even 
the progressive Republican gov- 
ernors have not yet come over 
strongly to his side. But he has 
a chance. He has stayed out of 
the primary battles because he 
could hot have gone in without 
dividing his minority party, but 
there is no doubt that he is 
available. He will not make it 
on his own, no matter how well 
or wisely he speaks. The de. 
cision is up to the rank and file 
of his party, for the pros will 
never choose him except under 
pressure from below.

For 
although I am sure this is a 
desirable Ideal at which to aim, 
It would not seem to be the ulti- 
mate solution to the evils of 
prejudice and bigotry. It would 
appear that the roots of these 
evils are too deeply'implanted 
in many persons to beeradicaU 
ed by a college diploma. It is 
perhaps well to bear in mind 
that many of Hitlers' Nazi fol- 
lowers held college degrees, 
Including many of the officer 
corps of the SJS. 


At this time of year when so 


many Americans mourn (or 
pretend to) the death of their 
Messiah on a cross, It seems 
somehow most unfitting to be 
cursing ones fellow men, be- 
cause of their color or the ac- 
tions of a lunatic minority.

WASmNGTON-Some lessons regarding police 
training can be drawn from the rioting follow, 
ing the assassination of Martin Luther King. 


Atlanta, Ga., under liberal but tough Police 


Chief Herbert Jenkins, had no riots. Twenty 
years ago Jenkins began Integrating the Atlanta 
police, and has Negro cops petroling Negro sec. ' 
tions of his city. 
But if looting or rioting 
starts, they are under strict orders to stand in 
front of any broken window with a shotgun and 
shoot looters. 


Another city which went un. 


scathed was Philadelphia, un. 
der Police Chief Frank Rizzo, 
one of the toughest cops In the 
USA. 
Philadelphia police are 


well integrated and have been 
for some time. 


On the other hand, V/ashington, 


D.C,, where the police were tin. 
der instructions not to fire at 
looters, suffered blocks of de. 
struction, as did Baltimore,

creased. It was impossible for the police to 
arrest more than the ringleaders. 


Washington and Baltimore were both handi. 


capped by two factors: (1) lack of early police 
integration; and (2) reported instructions of 
black power leaders to make these cities, along 
with Chicago, the chief targets in the nation. 


In the nation's capital, former Police Chief 


Robert Murray had a strict policy of hiring no 
Negroes. 
His successors have changed that 


policy, and Commissioner Patrick Murphy has 
been hiring and promoting well qualified Ne. 
groes as rapidly as possible. 


In Baltimore, Donald Pomerleau, considered 


one of the best qualified police commissioners 
in the country, has also been hiring Negro po- 
lice at an accelerated rate, but qualified men 
are not easy to get in a short time. Pomer. 
leau has been trying to secure Negroes with 
high school educations, but not many are avail, 
able. About 20 per cent of the Baltimore po. 
lice force is integrated; about 12 per cent of 
the entire force comprises" high school gradu. 
ates, 
.+ 
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Both cities, however, suffered from the black 


power advocates of violence. It's now learned 
that the original schedule for burning the capi- 
tal was June 18.19. It was also planned that, 
after federal troops had moved into Washington,,:, 
black terrorists would move on to Baltimoren 
before troops could get there. 
: > : , ' ; 


The target date was stepped up from June to 


April after King's assassination. It's signifi. 
cant that Baltimore was quite peaceful during 
the first two days of rioting in Washington. Then 
it flared even more viciously. 


Also significant is the fact that some of the 


most determined looters in Washington were 
government employees, 
D.C. judges who sat 


all night processing the 4,000 arrested loot* 
ers were flabbergasted at the fact that a pre. 
dominant number worked for the government. 


What the Negro world will be waiting to see 
is whether these looters lose their govern, 
ment jobs. If they don't, it will be a signal for 
more looting in the future. 


A great majority of Negroes in Washington 


are bitter over the looting. The looters con. 
stituted a very small percentage of the Negro 
population. Washington was considered a model 
city until last week's riots broke out. There* 
fore the Negro population will watch with great 
interest to what happens to the government 
employees who flouted the government which 
employed them. 
+The people of Los Angeles don't know it yet, 
but they will probably gag on a smog a little 
longer because the Justice Department declines 
to take drastic action. 


Inside the Justice Department, Assistant At. 


torney General Donald Turner has given pre. 
liminary orders to his staff to drop a criminal 
antitrust case against the big automobile com. 
panics on a charge of conspiring to suppress 
exhaust patents to clean up auto smog. 


For 18 months the Justice Department has 


conducted a grand jury probe of this alleged 
conspiracy, and Samuel Flatow, in charge of the 
investigation, has asked Assistant Attorney Gen. 
era! Turner to instruct him to bring criminal 
indictments. 


However, Turner has chickened. He's about to 


drop any criminal action, and start new civil 
action instead. This will mean that 18 months 
of the taxpayers' money for conducting the in. 
vestigation goes down the drain; also that more 
time elapses while the civil case is prepared. 
Turner, incidentally, is the pal of Lloyd Cutler, 
astute and able attorney for the automobile in. 
dustry.

The Moth and The Flame 


'• Sensationalioiu seems to be the order of the day and unlesa 
•some threat to the tranquility of life, either past or present, 
itcan be worked Into a news story there seems to be little reason 
;tb give it space among the riots, murders, holdups, automobile 
accidents, and assorted items of crime and conflict* Forth* 
American public has learned to demand this sort of coverage 
and the news media is anxious to please. 


In general, there isn't too much wrong with Oils practice. 


But when one detects an element of sensationalism almost de* 
liberately worked into a news release by a public official, 
mere's reason to wonder. 
And a recent news release that 


enjoyed a wide coverage throughout the state so distorted the 
true picture that one can wonder whether to blame the official 
or the reporter. 
Surely the official was more aware of the 


facts. 
To quote the opening paragraph of the release: "Pennsylvania 


has a growing gypsy moth problem which, if not controlled, 
could destroy millions of acres of the State's forest land, a 
State Agriculture Department official said Monday." 


This statement is extremely unkind to the truth. We have had 


a gypsy moth problem for most of the past one hundred years 
without suffering any devastating damage, even during those 
years when control methods were unknown. And, as is the 
case with the canker worm, what damage we do suffer is more 
injurious to the esthetic value of the infected trees than to their 
growth or commercial value. 


The gypsy moth came to America from Europe in 1869 and 


became established in the Medford area of Massachusetts. 
Over the years it moved out to cover this state and either 
all or portions of surrounding states. 
But in general, the: 
progress of its expansion has been slow and has suffered 
several setbacks. 


One thing that prevents It from spreading quickly across 


the countryside is the fact that only the males can fly, and 
although the larvae spins a silky thread that will carry it on 
the winds of a storm, most of our prevailing winds are from the 
west. 
This has tended to keep the species confined to the 


eastern seaboard states. 
For a time, officials of the infested states were alarmed 


and sprayed large areas with DOT in an attempt to eliminate 
the pest. This chemical was effective, but brought on a con. 
siderable amount of public reaction to the use of chemical 
insecticides on such a large scale; 
Besides, there were 


growing indications that the heavy concentrations of the in. 
sect were cyclic in nature and once the peak was past the 
affected area recovered to a remarkable extent. 


This slowed the tempo of experimental programs directed 


toward complete elimination of the pest, and less dangerous 
methods of controls came under consideration. Among these 
were' a series of experiments conducted by the Northeastern 
Forest Experiment Station which investigated the possibili. 
ties of controlling the gypsy moth through biotic measures. 
Others experimented with processes of sterilization which 


"'would render the flying males impotent. 
to a-report published by the Forest Service on the work 


done by the Northeastern Forest Experiment Station (Lewis 
and Conhola) at New Haven, Conn., success with their methods 
were claimed. 
This report states: "Because disease is a 
primary factor of the gypsy moth (Campbell 1963), disease. 
causing agents are biologically feasible as an alternative to 
DDT. 
Commercial preparations of a microbial insecticide, 
r Bacillus thuringiensis, have been available since the late 


1950*8 for control of leateating lepidopterous pests." 


Then, under the heading of "General Conclusions", the 
authors state: "Bt" appears to be practical as abiotic control 
agent for the gypsy moth. 
The three field tests exhibited 


progressively greater reductions of the insect population, 
and the 1963 test showed consistent results with the most 
effective dosage. Acceptable reductions were achieved in the 
1963 test, and the residual population numbers were very 
nearly acceptable for practical control" 
Those who investigated the possibilities of sterilization also 


reported favorably on their method. 
So why would a well informed official in Pennsylvania be- 


come overly alarmed at the prospect of a limited spread of 
the gypsy moth in the state? And especially-why would this 
official suggest that 200,000 acres of forest land be sprayed 


' with the deadly DDT when other states and several federal 


agencies have found it adviseable to outlaw the spraying of 
this Chemical and Pennsylvania hasn't used it since 1963. 


There is a possibility that Sevin, a modern insecticide that 


is more acceptable to biologists than DDT, could be used if 
the areas must be sprayed. However, it would seem that in 
a state with the population density of Pennsylvania it would 
be more practical to give the biotic and sterlization methods 
a try. 
If we are to create a health" hazard", let's direct it 


against the gypsy moth, not humans and wildlife.

civil disobedience .may be wor.

"No matter how you label 
it," chancellor Lewis H. Van

phia community leaders at an 
annual bank luncheon in a mid. 
city hotel, "civil disobedience, 
social protest, moral duty or 
conscience obligation, it is still 
lawbreaking." 


Violations of the law, even for 


reasons that are noble, Van Du. 
sen contended, are not only "as. 
saults on the rule of law, but 
subversions of the democratic 
process. 


"To adopt the techniques of 


civil disobedience is to assume 
that representative government 
does not work. 


"To resist the decision of our 


courts and the laws of our 
elected assemblies is to say that 
democracy has failed . .. 


"No man is above the law and 


no man has a right to break the 
law. . . the commitment to dis- 
obedience is the disengagement 
of democracy."

sible for the mechanical con. 
dltion of their vehicles.*' 


Following are ten "Check 


points" to assure a bicycle Is 
in safe operating condition: 


L Check for loose nuts on the 


wheels, handle bars, and seat. 
Make sure that the seat is ad. 
Justed to fit the rider. 


2. Check the tires for prop, 


er pressure, making sure they 
have not dried, out and crack* 
ed over the winter months. 


3. Coat the chain with a 30- 


weight oil, hang overnight and 
then spray with graphite. Ad- 
just so there is a moderate 
tension when installed. 


4. Check lights to be sure 


they are visible for BOO feet 
to the front and rear with either 
a red light or one and one-half 
inch diameter red reflector on 
"the rear. 
5. Pedals should be lubri- 


cated so they spin freely. 


6. Make sure the chain guard 


Is secure. 
7. Double check the handle 
grips to be sure they fit secur. 
ely and will not poll loose. 


8. Check the wheels for won. 


ble. 
Be sure they are well 


lubricated. 
9. Broken or loose spokes 


should be replaced. 
10. Double check the brakes 
to be sure they work properly. 
If they are not perfect take the 
bike to a reliable repair shop 
. to be certain they function cor* 
rectly. 


The Bureau of Traffic Safety 


recommends a monthly check 
up to be sure that the bicycle 
does not develop undetected 
trouble and consequently cause 
a serious accident.

disease has spread throughout 
the body.

West reasoned that his part- 
ner might be expected to 
score 
the third 
defensive 


trick by overruffing the 
dummy on the next diamond 
lead. Nevertheless, prospects 
for defeating the contract did 
not appear bright for, South 
was pretty well marked with 
the outstanding strength in 
clubs as well as the trump 
suit—to warrant his vigorous 
bidding 


It seemed to West that his 


queen of hearts offered the 
best prospect for scoring 
another trick, however, this 
remote chance hinged on 
inducing the declarer to com- 
mit himself in the trump suit 
before he had time to test the 
distribution further. So rea- 
soning West led back the nine 
of diamonds—a suit prefer- 
ence 
signal requesting a 


spade shift 


North discarded a spade, 


East ruffed with the three of 
hearts and dutifully returned 
a spade. [If Wast had wanted 
a club shift, he would have 
led the deuce of diamonds for 
the ruff which asks for the 
lower ranking side suit]. 
West's king of spades dis- 
lodged the ace and South was 
in the dummy for the first 
and last time. 


Inasmuch as 
West 
had 


shown up with seven dia- 
monds, 
declarer reasoned 


that he was apt to be very 
short in hearts, in fact, there 
was a good,chance that West 
held only a singleton trump. 
On this basis, South took a 
first round trump finesse and 
West scored the setting trick 
with the queen of hearts. 


Had East returned a club, 


declarer would have had time 
to test the trump suit by 
cashing a high honor from his 
hand first—because the North 
hand retains the spade entry 
to take 
a second round 


finesse in hearts. While it is 
true that South could have 
made his contract by refusing 
the heart finesse altogether, 
it is difficult to fault him for 
his decision. In any event. 
West merits full credit for 
earning a plus score for his 
side.

Hie names and activities of 


our early pioneers is far from 
complete but meanwhile we 
pause to tell you where and how 
they worshipped in this newly 
developed area.

He embarked for 
the European theatre following 
training at Camp Lee, Peters. 
burg, W. Va., landed at Liver* 
pool, England, then went 
to 


Southampton and crossed the 
English Channel and landed at 
Le Havre, France.

During his year, of 'service 


there, he engaged in battles-at 
San Michele, Chateau Thierry 
and the Oregon Forest. In his 
unit there were 190 men of whom 
30 or 
more were killed or 


wounded but Bliss was fortu. 
nate to return without injuries. 


For his return to the XJ.S.A., 


he 
embarked 
at Bordeau, 


France, and was mustered out 
at Fort Dix in New Jersey, on 
June 15, 1919. 


Bliss still has his World War 


I records, all of which are well 
preserved. During his stay in 
Erie he will appreciate hearing 
from his Tidioute friends.

to; the followine year, (1821) he 
baptized' 11 persons in the Pres- 
byterian faith. .In 1828 be be-r 
came the first pastor of the Tidi- 
oute Presbyterian Church. This 
humble hut, biiilt of logs with a 
dirt ''floor, was a far cry from 
our modern, well heated and air 
conditioned churches of'today. 
To ward off the chill, each par- 
ishoner carried either a hod or 
shovel of live coals to the church 
and placed them on a central 
heating plant of a sort, in the 
middle of the dirt floor. 


This first church was located 


near the Old Tidioute Ceme- 
tery which lies between Main 
and Jefferson sts., between-the 
home of James King, (the old. 
Henry Clark and later Yernon 
Gray's home,} and the home of 
William Konkle who now lives 
in the old Parshall home. . 


In 1841 a more modern, fram- 


ed church was built on the same 
site and served the congrega- 
tion for about 25 years. 'As the 
population and members grew 
with the early oil excitement, 
it was necessary totouildalarg- 
er church on land donated by 
Samuel McGuire; who perhaps 
owned the land on which the twc 
previous churches were built. 


This more pretentious church 


on Jefferson st., served the con: 
gregation for another 25 years, 
when they again expanded into 
the present Main st;, building at 
the corner of Scott in 1893. 


When they abandoned the Jeff- 


erson st., church it was pur- 
chased by the Swedish Luth- 
erans and used for many years 
as such. How well we remem- 
ber, going to the Christmas serv- 
ices there with our Swedish 
friends. 


Although most of the service 


was in Swedish, the tree and 
gifts were marvelous to behold. 
Every time I-went there 1 wish- 
ed' that my Swedish grandmoth- 
er, Ida Samuelson Mickelson, 
had; taught me to speak the lan- 
guage Instead of worrying about 
my eating right hande'd' when 1 
was naturally left handed. To- 
day my knowledge of this roman- 
tic language consists i>f the 
ABC's and counting to 10 and 
the fact-that girls are "Swenska 
fllckas" and boys are "Swens- 
kapikasl" ..

school gymnasium for many 
years because of Its high raft* 
ered cathedral celling. A num. 
ber : of years ago, Mountain 
Grange No; 1152 purchased the 
bunding and has continued to 
conduct its meetings there up 
to the present time. ' 


For many. years while mypar- 


ehts were members of the 
Grange, it held its meetings* on 
the third floor of the brick build- 
ing now occupied by the Laun- 
dromat. It was here that I be*

Church, it has had fewer pastors 
in ' its 140 Tears of existence 
than any other church In this 
area.

cut down and'it became a sa- 
loon.

Meanwhile, the 
Methodists 


built a larger church on the' 
present site, this church.was. 
used by the Lutherans .but fi- 
nally became the* Free Metho- 
dist Church which, has become 
enlarged and somewhat changed 
since it was built. It was per- 
haps on part of the Anthony 
Coursoh tract of lancL 


A new Brick Methodist Church 


was started in 1872 at the cor- 
ner of Main and Economy, but 


we find no reference as to wheth- 
er wood or brick was used. But 
before it was completed it burn- 
ed to the ground. However the 
Methodists perserveredandthe 
next year, 1873 dedicated a fine 
brick edifice, which is atill 
used today. No doubt the brick 
came from 
the local brick 


works. The Rev. George Camp- 
bell is the present pastor but 
in the. 142 years of the church 
.here'there have been approxi- 
mately 140 ministers here. 


The, building of a railroad 


through Tidioute was the im- 
petus, for the building of a 
Catholic ^Church and school. 


• This- brought some fifty or six- 
ty Irish Catholics to the area 
who, built both a church and a 
school in their spare time. 


St. John's Roman Catholic 


Church was dedicated in June, 
1866 
as a mission .of St. Jos- 


eph's Church in Corry. . Its 
first pastor was Father Fran- 
cis , McSweeney, appointed in 
Dec. of-the same year, although 
the church and rectory were not 
completed until 1870 and dedi- 
'cated by a Father J. P. Me- 
Closkey, an uncle of my father, 
.the late Joseph McCloskey. The 
school,. St. John's Academy, 
was-operated for just about 
eight-'years." By then most of 
-the Irish had moved away and 
the school eventually became an 
apartment house until it was 
razed many years ago. 


Today the Catholics- have a 


modern structure built of na. 
tive stone with much of the con. 
struct! on furnished by parish. 
oners. 
It was dedicated in 


1942. The old rectory was then 


removed and by 1951 there was 
a . new rectory fitting of the 
times. 
All of this renovation 


and building' was done during 
the time The Rev. Jacobs serv- 
ed as pastor. As a result of 
all the- extra effort and trawl, 
ling, Father Jacob's health de- 
clined and he passed away in 
1960 after serving in this par- 
ish for 19 years. 
The Rev. 


Arthur Fleckenstein has the 
parish now which serves both 
Tidioute and Tlonesta. 


The next church to be built 


here was the Universalist in 
1868. It was discontinued many 
years ago and eventually pur- 
chased by the Order of East- 
ern Star. In 1941 it was pur- 
chased from the order and be- 
came 
the 
present 
Baptist 


Church in 1942. It started with 
just 22 members. It is locat- 
ed on the left side of Main st., 
the last building west of Me- 
Guife Run. The present pas- 
tor is Rev. Wm. Irvin whose 
manse in on Jefferson st. 


The last early church stand- 


ing was the Episcopalian at 
the corner of Elm and'First 
sts. 
It was dedicated in 1872 


with the Rev. S. J. Dlckson as 
pastor. After standing idle for 
many years the Christian and 
Missionary 
Alliance Church 


took over the church. It too 
was discontinued in the 1950*8. 
Last year the Order of Free 
Masons of the Tidioute area 
purchased the building for a 
Lodge and have now almost 
completed renovation, prepara- 
tory to its 100th. anniversary 
in June.

"The hoodlums didn't," said a 


Baltimore pharmacist •hose 
drugstore in a Negro neighbor, 
hood was struck three times. 


That seems to be a general 


assumption—but arrest record* 
In a sampling of cities often ran 
counter to this belief. 


In Washington, Interviews by 


the District of Columbia Bail 
Agency disclosed that a number 
of those arrested could be called 
solid citizens of the community. 
The city, run agency interviewed 
1,200 persons 18.and.over by 
Tuesday afternoon. 
' 'A much larger percentage of 


them are working," said an In- 
terviewer. "A lot of them have 
jobs—good jobs, some of them, 
for their education level." 


What did this Indicate to him? 
"I guess it means a lot of peo- 


pie who normally don't commit 
crimes were out there In those 
stores grabbing stuff along with 
the rest." 


In Pittsburgh last Sunday, 


well-dressed, laughing, wise, 
cracking Negroes poured into 
the stores. One man got to a su- 
permarket late and could find 
only a huge coffee grinder. 


Lugging it out of the store, he 


turned to a friend and said, "I 
don't know what I'm going to do 
with it, but opportunity strikes 
only once." 
Sun Devise, owner of a shoe 


store in Chicago, was surprised 
Monday when a 16-year-old Ne- 
gro walked into his store, re- 
turned a pair of shoes and apol- 
ogized for taking them. "His 
folks must have told him to re- 
turn them," Devine said. "It 
was really something nice." 


But in Memphis, where it all 


started a week ago, police said 
the typical rioter was 24, most 
likely unemployed and with a 
one. in-four chance of having a 
police record. 


Of 103 persons arrested in 


Memphis for looting, 39 were 
over 17 year sand 30 were worn, 
en. Three were 6-year-olds, who 
were released. One officer said, 
"They are only babies and were 
simply following the bad exam. 
pies set by grownups." 


The average rioter in Youngs, 


town, Ohio, was said by police 
to ce between 19 and 21, unem- 
ployed, and often had a police 
or juvenile record. Most are 
school dropouts from low.in. 
come families. 


In Cincinnati, the city prose, 


cutor's office described most of 
those arrested as "youngsters 
out to raise a little helL" 


The Washington Post ana- 


lyzed data on 119 persons proc- 
essed by the District at Colum- 
bia Bail Agency—which does 
not handle juveniles— and found 
that 49 bad not gone beyond the 
10th grade. There were 27 high 
school graduates, 9 with some 
college and 2 college graduates. 
Only 13 were unemployed. Of 
those employed, 14 were con- 
struction workers, 10 were jani- 
tors, 11 worked for the federal 
government and 5 for the Post 
Office Department. 


Baltimore Mayor Thomas J. 


D'Alesandro HI estimated that 
only about 3,000 persons of the 
city's 910,000 population were 
actively Involved In the dis- 
turbance there. 


"King's death didn't really 


cause this stuff," said Marion 
Barry, an official of Pride, Inc., 
a Washington organization that 
landed a federal grant last year 
to employ youths in cleaning up 
trash-filled lots. 


"Oh, probably some under, 


stood who King was and what 
was going on, but a lot of the 
guys out there in the street 
didn't," he said. "There are a 
number of factors. The Negro's 
cup fills up fast It just over- 
flowed then, that's all. 


"Some of the guys probably 
said, 'I've been messed over, 
now I'm going to get even.' So
